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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 24-August-2006 has been entered. 

2. The IDS filed on 24-August-2006 has been received and entered. Claims 1,3-10, 12-15, 
and 17-21 are pending. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 1, 3-5, 8, 10, 12, 18, and 19 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claims 1, 4, 8, 12, 18, and 19, all recite intended use statements such as "for creating" 
and "for identifying" which do not provide a limiting functionality. The limitations following 
the phrase -"for" describes only intended use but not necessarily required functionality of the 
claim. Limitations following the phrase "for" do not carry patentable weight, which cause the 
claims to appear as a series of non-functional descriptive material/data without any functional 
relation with each other. Applicant is required to amend the claims so that the claim limitations 
are recited in a definite direct form requiring the functionality i.e. "to", "that", or "creating". 
Correction is required. 
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Claims 3-4, and 10, all re-introduce the recitation of "a unit of target information" 
although previously introduced in preceding claims. Is this a new instant of "unit of information" 
being presented? Or is this a reference to the previously introduced "unit of information" 
therefore lacks antecedent basis. If so, claims should be amended to recite "said unit" or "the 
unit". Clarification is required. 

Claims 5, 12, and 19, all recite "for inter-linking" which is passive language and 
suggestion intended use. Claims should be amended to recite, "of inter-linking" as a suggested 
example. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the system" in line 18. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 4 recites the limitation "said system" in line 20. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

4. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

5. Claims 1, 3-10, 12-15, and 17-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. The claims are software per se only since 
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they raise the question to whether the storing, identifying, and inserting ...etc. would all 
reasonably be interpreted by one of ordinary skill in the art in view of Applicant's disclosure as 
potentially being software routines. If so, the claims includes an embodiment directed to 
software, per se, since the claimed system lacks inclusion of the hardware necessary for any of 
the underlying functionality to be realized. For those claims to be statutory, at least one of the 
elements must include hardware in accordance with the disclosure. 

For Independent claims 1, there does not appear to be enough support in the specification 
for the "means" to be anything more than software modules. Although the preamble is directed 
to "a link management system", the components i.e. "means" could be software only. The body 
of the claim is missing hardware components. 

For claim 8, there appears to be no hardware tied to the method steps in order to realize 
their functionality. They instead appear to be series of functional steps missing hardware 
components. The claim should be amended to recite computer hardware in the body of the claim. 

For claim 15, is directly solely to a computer program which requires hardware to realize 
its functionality. 

All the dependent claims appear to carry the same deficiency. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Although no rejections in view of prior art are made, no claims in this application will be 
indicated as allowable until after a response to this action has been reviewed, as to the fact that 
certain changes many not produce allowable claims. 
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Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1, 3-10, 12-15, and 17-21 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
